great sensation in this city. 

The fact that the suspected murder- 
er is on his way to Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, and threatens to slay liis rival, 
who resides there, adds to the excite- 
ment. The man in the case is V 
1 j Bingham. He is a son of tin: late 
William Bingham, one of the mosi 
eminent educators in the South. 
Walter is also a deaf mate. His home 
is at Mebaueaville, this State, where 
his mother, a lady of high culture and 
in easy circumstances, lives. His early 
education was obtained at the State 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes in this 
city. He also studied at the New- 
York Institution at Carmansville. Hi 
in and has always been high tempered, 
this disposition going to extreme 
lengths, particularly when he is teased, 

or thwarted. He was 
handsome and manly lad, but be 
sffeeted with catarrh in a severe 
form. He went to New York for 
treatment by a specialist, but through 
his disease he lost his good looks, his 
boa becoming much disfigured. He 
returned very recently and was great 
Jy dejected by his affliction. He had 
come into possession of some property, 
and funds were deposited in a bask to 
his credit. 

THE WOMAN IN THE CASE.
